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JIHEN Writing; was firft found 
i out, and amongft whom thewoni^ 
I drous and ufeful Art bcganj the 
^ Learned are far from being agreed '* 
To be fure it was brought to Pcr- 
fedtion in no Nation all at once, but by de- 
grees. And we may reafonably fuppofe, that 
when Mankind had learned to write any Lan- 
guage with a good Meafure of Exaftnefs ; Bre^ 
vity andjSj^ffi/in writing itj would be what they 
would next Attempt. For they could not fail 
to perceive the Advantages attending fuch a 
Manner of Writing j and muft be convinced 
by Experience how much better it ferves feve- 
ial very valuable Purpofes in human Life, thaa 
zjlow or uncontrafted Way of Writing doth. 

The Suppofition I have made feems quitti 
natural, and it will be found upon Enquiry a- 
greeable to Fa£f. Methods whereby to pen 
down Things compendioufly and fwifily ^er6 
gradually contrived by People, and have been

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duced into their refpedbve Languages^ accord- 
ing as more Skill and greatet Perfection in Writ- 
ing Ihem were acquired. This will clearly be 
{hewn in the Sequel, as to three of the moft an- 
cient and celebrated Languages, the Hebrew, 
Greek, and Latin ; and the fame wHl after- 
wards be made appear with reipefl: to our own. 
We find there were fomc of diftingiuflicd 
Character among the Hebrews for their Expert- 
nefe in Writing, even intheDaysofthey«ift-«; 
-who readily came to the Affiftancc of meir 
Country in'the War againft iS^rtf: and though 
they hoA the beft Plea of any for being excufcd 
from military Service ; yet upon fo great an Oc- 
cafion they did not decline to enter, into it. 
T5ie Hiftorian defcribes them as Pcrfons wh6 
ttmidledtbe Pen of the Writer \ They were 
i&oMorvs afque Scriha qui fty^b potius quam 
vrmis valSant, qui calamo trabendo exercitati 
fimt ", u Prfer Martyr expounds the Place. 
iAnd it is 'thought that in the Times of Dixvid^ 
«,t the lateft (if not earlier) a peculiar Sort of 
Wanting was in ufe amongft the Hebrews^ Jhort 
tmifwtft : becaufe of 'his laying {PJal. 3dv. |ft.) i 
^y Tongue is the Pen of a ready Writer 'f ypttftf 
fu^lm o^vypdpu fey the 70. fcribce velociter 
for^entis : vei vehcis notarii, as Ca^alio render* 
it. And a learned Expofitor is of Opinion^ 
durt the Pfahntfi here alludes to thofe whofe 
Sofinofe it was to ' write with uncommon Ex- 
fcdition; Aiiormn SSia excipere per WftuJ^

Ijuafdam et abhreviatUras \ This Opinion U 
efpoufed by a Jefuit of great Learning whom I 
quoted before, who has publilhed a very valu- 
able Treatife, De primd Jcribendi Origine, et 
univerja Ret Literarta jinttquitate. p. 143, 
Where after having named feveral fuppofed /n- 
•uentors of Notes or Marks in order to write 
fwiftly, the oldeft of whom is the Poet Ennius : 
he fays, he cannot help fufpefSing that the Ori^ 
ginaloi thefc Things is to be fearched for much 
higher ; being induced hereunto by a diligent 
Examination of the Pjalmiji's Saying, as alfo 
tht^Antiquity of HieroglyphickCharafters. His 
Words are, RgO, fofiquum expenderc ccepi illurh 
verjiculum Davidis, Pfal xlv. Lingua mea ca* 
lamus fcrihce velociter fcrihentts: pojiquam ex' 
cutere ccepi antiquitatem Hieroglypbicarum Nor 
tarum^ non aUud potui Jiijpicari^ quam longfe 
antiquiug mtarum originem ejfe indagandum. 

But I am free to own that poffibly the Pfa!* 
mift may here mean no more by Mabir Sopber^ 
the ready pr quick Scribe, than one vrfio was 
renjarkablk fkillcd and (as we fay) dextrous iii 
the Art ofWriting Hebrew : not one who prac» 
tifcd any tfaing like Short Hand Writing. The 
Sopberim or Scribes are, by Writers otjewip 
Antiquities, diftrjbuted into two Clafles, Eccie- 
Jiafticks^ aii(l taicks. To the ^, as Godwin * 
teU^us, w^ coqimitted theInftru«5lion of Youth 
in their Minority, efpecially to teach them 
to fFrite : and tney were employed, »t leaft

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many of them, as publick Notaries or Scrhenerst 
in writing Concrafts or drawing Deeds and In- 
ftruments. Out of the Body of thefe he con- 
ceives the moft famous to have been elected to 
attend the publick Courts and Confiftories; 
Particularly to mlnifter to the Kings as their Se- 
cretaries. Such Scribes are Seraiah and Shevab ' 
feid to have been to David. They were termed 
y^Afifiaiai QtttnMait : and their Poft Calmet * 
tells us was very confiderable. TheScripture often 
mentions them as prime Officers of the Crown. 
Probably they excelled in Swiftnefs of Writing as 
well as other Refpedts : which may be the Rea- 
fon of the Royal Pfalmiji's alluding to their Pen- 
manftiip. Ezra J has the feme CMradter oiMa- 
hir Sopher, a ready Scribe in the Law of MoJ'es : 
and this, I apprehend, may be interpreted not on- 
ly of fuperior Talents for giving the Senfe of the 
Law, (as it generally is) but alfo feme uncom- 
mon and Angular Abilities for writing it. 

It was the now mentioned Ezra (who was 
both a very pious and learned Man) who made 
an Alteration in the Charadler and Writing of 
the Jewi/h People, after their Captivity; bring- 
ing in the prefent Hebrew in the room of the 
old Samaritan * ; partly, as it fhould fecm, be- 
caufe the former was grown more in Vogue, 
and chiefly becaufe it was really to be prefeired. 
For fays Dr. Prideaux ', the Cbaldee Charafter 
is one of the beautifiUleft, and the Samaritan

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the uncoutheft, and the moll uncapable of Cal- 
ligraphy, of aU that have been ufed amongft 
the different Nations of the AVorld. From the 
time of this CbangCy the yews would naturally 
^1 into a greater Swiftnefs in their Way of 
Writing ; and from thenceforward, it is not im- 
probable it b^an to be more hriej'and compen- 
dious than ever before. What 1 now advance 
is thought to receive Countenance and Support 
from a remarkable Paflage in a Book under the 
Name of Efdras, by the Latins reckoned the 
Fourtbj by us the Firji : which Book Dr. Lee 
will have to he genuine, and has publifhed a 
Diiiertation to prove it fo: and his Notion of 
the Book is, that it was written by a yew of 
the Perfian Captivity % though interpolated in 
many Places afterwards by feme Chriftian : and 
he will have it to be of the fjme Antiquity it 
pretends itfelf, 'uiz. as old as about the fifteenth 
Year of Artaxerxes Mnemon. The Dod:or *■ 
likewife alTerts, that it was heretofore extant 
both in the Greek and Hebrew, though now we 
have only the I,(i//« Copy: and ontLeoyudaus^ 
as he tells us, appears to have had the very He- 
brew Copy in his Hands. The Paffage I am 
about to cite is recorded CSi2;>. 14. 24, 25,26".

They 
iat, or continued, thus employed forty Days, 
by Day writing, and at Night eating Bread : 
in which forty Days they wrote 204, or, as 
fome fay, 94 Books. In the Arabic it is 94 j 
7". e, fays Mr. fVhijion ', they took fo many Co- 
pies, not of the whole O/;/ T^efiament^ nor eveii 
pf the Pentateuch, but of EJcirass feven Vifions, 
Whence the Author of a Book, entided An Ep 
Jay upon Literature, printed for Tho.Eowks, &c^ 

at London 1726. fuppofcs we may juftly infer, 
that there wanted not in thofe Days Perfons ex- 
cellently well verfed in the Art of Penmanlhip, 
■\vho wrote fwifter and {hotter than others *.

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But if Methods of Abbreviation in writing 
Hekrew were not yet invented (as from the Pa£ 
iage now cited I confcis docs not to me with 
certainty appear) After-ages got much into them, 
and they became mightily admired as well as 
very common. The Prince of more modern 
HeiraicianSj yobn Buxtorf, hath profeflediy 
wrote, De Abbreviaturis Hehraicis^ a Book 
concerning the Hebrew Abbreviations, as a Key 
to let us into the right Underftanding of the Rab- 
binical and CablMliftical Authors. Of thefc 
Ahbreviaturce ', as he calls them, he feys, Sunt 
aliarum vocum Uteres initiales in vocisformam 
conjunSia et duobus apicibui fuperni notata^ qua^ 
rum fingulee Jingulas diSiiones alias connotanf, 
Hinc ah Hebrais •vocantur ni3'n 'tusn Capi- 
ta, Initia, vocum *. Interdum etiam (inquit) 
ultima vocum litera pro Abbreviaturis coUigun-^ 
fur, quod apud Cabalijias non infrequens efl,, et 
tuncvocantur ijlce, nu^n 'E1D fines diSiionumi ■ 
i. e. fome are the initial Letters of fcveral 
Words joined together as one Word, and 
marked a top with two Points or Dots '; each 
of which Words ftands for fo many other Words 
as it contains Letters. Hence the Hebrews 
call them the Heads or Beginnings of Words. 
Sometimes alfo the fnal Letters of Words 
are taken and joined in the fame manner, 
and for the fame purpofe ; { a Pradlice very 
common among the Cabalijls.) Thele are 
called, Sopbe Tebothy the Endings of Words. 
Farther we are informed by this learaed Man,

The Jews 
tvere ib delighted with this compendious Method 
of Writing, that you will fcarce meet with any 
Book, Epiftle, Writing, or even Sheet or Pagt 
that is wholly without it. Thefe are the Diffi- 
culties at which carelefs People ftumble and flop, 
without being able to get forward: thofe who 
arc Ikilfbl know how to get through them thp* 
pot without fome Trouble. As for fuch who 
Ikip over them they muft needs mife the true 
and compleat Senfe of what they are reading. 
That which occafioned thefe Difficulties wasj 
partly writing very feft, and partly the great 
Credit which this Method of Writing had foon 
gained, "the fame Author (hews at large, in 
his Index of the Abbreviatures, that the He- 
hre'ws. iakR Jingle Letters, both frji and lajl, to 
f xpre£ whole Words : and by coutraSling Words 
they often make a part ftand for the whole, as 
^ON for nOK, ^fl;tfr;''r«yifor Sjnc'', Ifrael'i 
*\X\ for Vegomer ; '131 for Vekullo ; and a great 
^limber befides.^ They have too fome arbitary 
Marks to exprefe Words, particularly " for the

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Name of God yebovah. Dr. Prtdeaux ' is in* 
fjincd to believe that Maccabi (whence comes 
the Name Maccabees) is an artificial Word, and 
an Abbreviation formed by putting together the 
initial Letters of feveral other Words, viz. Mi- 
camo-ka Baalim Jebovab ; that is. Who is like 
unto thee among the Gods^ yebovab '. And 
the Doilor acquaints us that to abbreviate in 
this manner Sentences and Names of Words, 
by putting together the initial Letters of the &^ 
Words, and making out of them an. artificial 
Word to cxprefs the whole, hath been a cufto- 
mary Praftice of the Jews, Thus among them 
flays he) Rambam is the Name of Rabbi Mojis 
ben Maimcn : Ralbag, of Rabbi Levi ben Ger- 
jbn : bccaufe the initial Letters of the four Words 
whereof thefe Names do confift, when put to- 
gether, do make thefe artificial Words, and it is 
common to call thefe Perfons by them. And Ab- 
breviations made this way, both of whole Sentences 
as well as Names, do fo frequently, fays the Doc- 
tor, occur in all their Books, that there is no un- 
derilanding them without a Key to explain thefe 
Abbreviations by. And therefore Buxtorf for 
the Help of Students in the Hebrew Learning, 
hath written a Book, De Abbreviaturis He-

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braich, in order to explain them ; wherein bun-* 
dreds of Inftances of this kind may be fecn. I 
cannot fnbear obferving here, that if what the 
learned Dodor aflerts concerning the Word 
Maccabi be true, the Pra^ice of abbreviating 
in writing Hebre^i> might and did begin not a- 
hovc a (^tury or two from the time before 
conjedhircd. For Judas Maccabaus^ in whole 
Standard that Word was infcribed, is reckoned 
to have hved i66 Years before Chrift : and the 
1 5th oiArtaxerxes Mnemon is computed to have 
b«n 390 '. But thus much concerning com- 
pendious and fwift Writing as uled by the H<?-> 
iM^envs or yeufs. 

This lund of Writing was alfo by degrees in- 
troduced, and at kngth commonly prevailed a-, 
mongft the Greeks. It fhould feem indeed that 
they fell into the Praftice of fignifying Words 
by fingle initial Letters very earfy, if what is re- 
lated in the Life oi Mfop be tme, that from an 
Inicription on a Pillar in foch Letters, he dif- 
covered a Pert of hidden Treafure. Which the

But whether fuch a Way of Writing was the 
Invention of Xenophon, or fome other, the 
Greeks, in procefe of time, grew famous for it, 
and it was fo much praftifed that they had 
Writers, «V Td.x'>?five Celeritatem, ftiled gene- 
rally To.xiy^a.p'ii, and fometlmes ^^uy^ajp^i ; who 
were diftinguiflied from y^dOcvja «V xaAAof, /", 
e. (ji/EIegantiam, termed KaMt-y^a-ipet. JVower 
in his Polymathia quotes feveral Authors where 
there is a plain Diftinition made bei*.r-;en them.

And mis twofold Manner of Writing, as in 
Ufe among the Greeks, will be fiirther illuftra- 
ted and confinned by Teftlmonies I am about 
to cite, of the celebrated French Antiquarian 
Mr. de Montfaucon ; which when the Reader 
has pemfed, I believe it will appear to him not 
only that the Tachygraphical Manner {if I may 
lb call it) was ftill kept up along with the other, 
but every Age brought it more and more into 
Reqaeft. The Perfon now mentioned publifh- 
cd at Paris 1708. a Book in Folio, De Palaeo-, 
graphia Graeca : fioe de Ortu, et Pro^eOiiy Gra- 
carum Literarum : et de variis omntum Sacu- 
hrum Script ionis Gracte Generihus: itemque de 
Abbreviationibus, et de Notis, variarum arti- 
um ac difcipUnarum. In this excellent Book is 
a Chapter where the Author treats, De Scribia 

et 
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tt Librams inter Gracos. And he teUs us, A- 
HudGeniiS erat rui vo}a,^tav ^ Taxyyfa^uvt Nota- 
riorumet^facbygrapborum; i.e. another Sorted 
Scribes or Writers were the Notarii^ Notaries j 
^•aA^aclygi%ljhi^ Short-hand Writers j fo called, 
«To ri «'c Ta^|rvf*^«ii, a cAcxilcx Jirjbendff i. 
e. from their ^^^f^Writing. Horum officium 
erat cekri calamo literas exarare: it was thdr 
bufinefc to write fwiftly and with great dijpatch. 
And having fhewn them to be diftinft from the 
CaUigrapbi (as they were termed) by a Paflagc 
out of Suidas, ^where fpeaking of one Ambro- 
fius a Friend of Origen's) it is iaid, TA^vy^a'^w 
•urii yretpa^foi iina,, wA«*ff '^ j«(AAi>'P<wp«f ; 
i, e. fiirnifliinghim with^fK Short-hand Wri- 
ters, but a greater Number of thofe whole Bu- 
finels it was to tranfcribe fair ;) the learned 
Author then proceeds and adds. Ex fupradiSiis 
liquet Tachygraphiam prifcte originis efle, quan- 
Mquidem Tachygrapbos videmus Jam prims Ec- 
clefia faculis memorato!. XJt autem a CelerJ 
foriptione nomen habent, hinc coUigitur illara

tmciali •oidelicet et quadra, nonpojfe videtur cur- 
rentif ut aiurtt, cakmojcribi, bine inferas ne- 
teffe tft^ jam tum mutatum al'acbygrapbis fuiffe 
vetuftum ilium fcriiendi modum.

That is^ from what has been 
feid it appears that Short-band Writing is of 
ancient Date, fifice we find Short-hand Writers 
mentioned ev^n m the early Ages of the Churchy 
Aiid as they had their Name from their ^5^ 
Writings fo we plainly fee that it was in Ufc 
before the fourth Century. But fince if they 
had kept to the ancient Form of Letters, whicn 
vtz&fquare and uncial^ (as they called it) it feems 
to mve been impoffible they could have written 
tvith any conuderable Degree of Swiftneis : 
Hence we may conclude they found it neccffiiry 
even /Am to alter the ancient manner of Writing: 
And iince in order to write quick it was of great 
Advantage to join LctterSj i. e. to make feveral 
of them without taking off the ten, and to make 
Ufe of Ahbreviatiom, i. e. to exprefs an entire 
Syllable or Word by one (hprt and eafy Stroke of 
the Pen, it is very prol^ble that both thefe Me- 
thods were even then in Ufe : But that, only iii 
Imperial or other fuch Letters, in writing 
which Notaries were employed. For as to 
Books, this contradled Method of Writing feems 
not to have been made ufe of in them till about 
the eighth Century. It is to be remarked more*' 
oveTj 
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bver^ that from the ninth Cbntury and dowti* 
wards, we find that ihk Joining of Letters and 
thefe Abbreviatiom were ufed by ibmfe whofe 
Buiineis it was to tranicrlbe £iir. Again lays

C Short- 
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Sliort-hand Writing was an ancient Invention, 
and may be traced up to the early Ages of the 
Church. It has been fhewn, {Book i.) that it 
■ftras in common Ufe in On'gen's Time : and that 
Contraffions or Short-hand Marks were to be 
found even upon Coins, L. o.. fin. Where I 
afferted { as what I had myfelf feen) that the 
Diphthong », impreHed in that manner, was 
upon the Coin oiVolufianus. In procefe of 
time the Tranfcribers Fair, that they might do 
dieir Work the more expeditioufly, got into the 
Ufe of the Short-hand Marks. They found that 
taking off the Pen at every Letter was trouhle- 
fome, and made their Work go on tedioufly ; 
for let them ufe what Diligence they would, a 
fort of Stop was to be made at every Letter, fo 
that a great deal of Time and Pains was to be 
ehiployed for but a fmall Gain : for this Reafon 
they began to imitate not only the Marks and 
Strokes of the Short-liand Writers, but their 
fwift manner of Writing too: becaufe what 
they aimed at was to get more Money for leis 
I^ains and Labour. 

The more frequent Ufe then of Abbreviations 
in Books may, according to this Author, be reck- 
bned to have commenced about the eighth or 
ninth Century, The Greeks indeed, as he elfe- 
where relates ', pradtfed thefe things mjbme 
meafure before (cum unus in Libris uncialium li- 
terarum ufus efet, when they only made Ule erf" 
the Letters termed Uncial) by omitting or kav' 
{ng out fome Letters in a Word, and drawing a

Some few Speci- 
mens of thefe Abbreviations, which could not 
conveniently be printed, are in the Copper Plate, 
taken from learned Authors Tables. . 

And as the Greeks^ lb the Romans, we Ihall 
find, came gradually into a like compendious 
and fwift way of Writing : Amongft whom it 
was very common to exprefs Words by the firft 
letters of which they are compofed, and only 
Jingle I^etters. Thus R. P. flood for Res pub-

the Bifhop, infcribed in Coins, Statues, Arms, 
Monuments, and publick Records. Befides 
vihich Jingle Letters to iignify Words, the Ro- 
mans alfo had two or more, that they ufed for 
the fame Purpofe. So EQ^R. for Eques Roma- 
nus: TiW.kWGS.DivijiugujliFiUus: EX. 
DEC. Al. Ex Decreto Alece: EX. EA. P. Q^

The Study of thefe is juflly obferved by the 
worthy Bifhop s to be neceffary for one that 
would underftand the Roman Affairs. And Va- 
lerius Probus, a noted Grammarian who lived 
in Nero's Reign, hath written a Book of them ^, 
in which they are digefted alphabetically ; to 
whofe Number Petrus Diaconus added a great 
many more ; and Sertorius Vrjatus, a Venetian

And not only had the Romans thefe Nota 
Litera, or Literales Nota, as they are called 
for Diftindtion fake; but they had others too, 
ftikd Nota non Lttera ', ;". e. Marks and Qia- 
raders chofen at pleafure to exprefs Words: 
which were varJoully termed inj^«<* *, Jigna ', 
imagineiy Zipbra^ igncrabiles Litera, quaji 
Uteres^ compendia literarum, PunBa^fiexura Gf 
jim +. And we are informed by Bifliop Wilkim 
in hisTreatife of a real and univerfal Chara<5ter, 
^.13. that " s eleven Hundred were invented 
" by the old Poet Ennius ; to which Tullius 7j-

" himfelf, added many tofignify the Particles

thefe Annaus Seneca Is faid to have laboured 
in regulating and digefting of them, and by 
Additions of his own railed the Number to 
Five Thouiand. " Bat Men of Learning in 
fucceeding Times found they were far from na- 
ming yet got enough, and therefore they went 
on to add more ; particularly Cyprian the Mar- 
tyr, who is affirmed to be the Inventor of thofe 
which relate to the Chrillian Inflitutions. And 
I reckon the whole Number as publifhed by 
Cruter at the End of his fourth Tom^ of hu 
Corpus Infcriptknum^ under the Title of Nota 
Itironis ac Seneca^ to be near 1 3000. For they 
take up twenty large P^es in Folios each « 
which has in it eight Calumns, and the Cor 
lumns (one with another) contain aghty Lines. 
I have beftowed feme Pains in looking over the 
greateft Part, and I wifti a Perfon of Leifure 
and Ability would oblige the World with a Dif- 
fertation upon them, after having carefully con-, 
fidered them all. The Vcweh are writ by Cha- 
raders fomewhat peculiar except /*, and there 
arc certain Expreffions for ParU of Words both 
Beginnings and Endings, as Ag^ Eg, Tg, Og, 
Ug i Ap, Aps, Ep, Eps, Ip, Ips, Op, Ops^

Urity preierved in exprefling Verbs Jimple and 
their Compounds, as Cadit, abfcidit, acddit, 
concidit, mcidit, excidtt^ incidii, occidjt, &c. 
LIGjil^ abligat, ait'gaf, adligaf, conligaf^ 
religat, obUgat, obligatio. In fhort, to a 
narrow Enquirer into them, I doubt not but 
they will appear to be formed according to Art 
and Rule, much more than at firft view one 
would be apt to imagine. Thofe for VERUS, 
^O, CADIT, LIGAT, &c. their Deriva- 
tives, as being fome oiihzjimpkjl and plainefi, 
are in the engraven Plate, 

By the Nofa therefore I apprehend to be 
meant, ftridly fpeaking, the Charafters I have 
now been referring to: diJiinSi from which 
were the forementioned Sigla, as Nicolai ob- 
ferves, p. 62. NoT^ et SioLMjunt diJlhSia, 
Neverthclefs, as he addSj Videntur quandoque

And there were a fet of Men amongft thp 
Romans who went by the Name of Noiarii, be- 
caufe Writing by Notes (whether in the ftridler 
or larger Senfe of the Word) was their Profefiir 
on and Bufinefe. For Notare, as Nicolai telle 
fi'om ^intilian ', eft notts excipere. And Wo- 
leer fays they were called Exc^tores, quia conr- 
fipiebant (vel excipiebant) notis «? ia,x''i' '9 
conBrm which he produras the following In- 
fcription upon an old Monument.

Next to thefe Roman Notaries^ I conceive 
their Lawyers, (confidered as a Body) muft havp 
been befl: fltilled in the Notes, and mpft accuiV 
tomed to writing by them; their Employment 
at the Bar feeming to require that they (hould 
Ise fo.

The Book is to be feen in Putfchius's Colledion 
of the old Latin Grammarians printed in a 
^arto Volume at HariaWy 1605. And as be- 
ing both valuable and £:arce, Nicolai has tran- 
fcribed and inlerted it into the Chapter where 
he treats, De Notis Jurifcorifultorum. From 
this Book it is pretty apparent, that the Law-- 
yers made Ule of the Stgla and Nota both : (I 
fuppofe as they found one or t'other would bdl 
amwer the Purpofes of Difpatch ;) and they 
had not a few Abbreviatures and Characters Z^- 
culiar to themfelves. Magm has not given them 
us all, for you may fee others, that he has o- 
mittcd, in a (mail Trad, entitled, Notarum Ju- 
ridicarum Explanatto ex "veteribus membranis : 
Which is alfo in Putjchius. Nay the learned 
Aquino^ fpeaking De Notis yurijperitorum *, 
fays, Innumera harum fere extiterunt : and 
they ufed thefe, he adds, as Non tarn ut ReJ'ponJa 
et animi SenJUs occultarent^ quam ut velodus 
pojfent excipere qme tradehantur. We may pre- 
fume that Men of their Profeflion, would be 
more likely to encreafe the Note than any elfe :

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and the Fnflice of writing by them became at 
length fo common and fiuniliar that they 
brought them into their very Books of Law: 
and here they were retained till the Time of 
the Emperor Jujiinian^ who finding divers and 
great Inconveniences to have arilen from them, 
and that the Pettifoggers made an Advantage 
of them to gain their knavifti Ends, did ftrifl- 
ly forbid their fiirther Ufe, and ordered for the 
future that all the Latin Copies of the Laws 
ihould be written in Words at length. Vid.

They therefore among the Romam. who may 
be iuppoled to have b«o chiefly conver&nt in 
Short-hand Writing, were the Lawyers and 
Notaries. However othen both underftood and 
praftiied it likewile s even Perfons of all Stations 
and RankSj from the higheft to the loweft^ 
One of the Roman Emperors, namely OElaviui 
^ugti/iuSy is famous in Hiftory for ufmg it him- 
felf, and teacbing it to ms Grand-children. 
Nepotesjiios et Literas, Cf notare % aliague ru- 
dimenta per Je pkrumpie docuit : ac nihil itque 
iahoravit quam ut imitarentur chir(^apbumju~. 
urn. He ufo^y inAru£ted his Grandfons him- 
fclf, in Reading, writing Short-hand, and other 
Rudiments of Literature; and he laboured no-' 
thing more than to bring them to imitate his 
Hand-vpridng J. 

Of Titus VeJPqfian wc are told by the iamc 
Hiflorian, as what he had been credibly in- 
formed of by many, that the Emperor was an 
excellent Pen-man, able to Ipiitate any Hands

The taking of Orations, Pleadings, and all 
Speeches of any Importance made in Publick, 
was a main End, without doubt, propofed to be 
anfwered by the Invention and Ufe of the Notes : 
agreeable to the Words of Ijidore 3. Notarum 
u/iis eraf, ut qmcquid pro condone^ aut in yu- 
diciis diceretur Librarii *Jcriberent. And I con- 
ceive that the Number offuch Writer? employ- 
ed was in Proportion to the Nature and Length 
of the Speech to be taken down, or the Fluen- 
cy and Speed with which it was delivered: as 
the iame Author plainly intimates, faying,

That a vaft Swiftnefs was acquired, cipecially 
by fome, in this compendious or Note-way ai 
Writing, will be fufficiently proved ftom the 
Quotations which follow.

But leavihg the Conndbration of fhort and 
fwift Writing as praiftifed by other Nations; I 
fliall now proceed to give the beft Account I can 
of this fort of Writing in our o^j^. 

WhiM the Black, or Gothic Letters, as they 
are called, obtained amongft us, divers Contrac- 
tions in WordSi and fome abbreviating Marks 
Were made life of, for the Purpofe of Writing 
more expeditioufly. Inftances of which will fgorl 
occur to thofe who fet themfclves to confult 
Manujcripts 2.h& Books of former Times. In a 
^jiiueript of IVickliff's Teftament referved in 
Dr. William^s Library, without any Date^ but 
feemingly older than the Invention of Printing, 
we have * for afid: X for in: a fliort ftroke 
( - ) above the Line for n and nt at the End 
of Words, generally ; pi for thy : yis for tbii:

Such Sort of ContraiSions too may be perceiv- 
ed in Books printed by fFicAen ^ Woraey who 
was Caxton'^ Servant and Journeyman ; and not 
only fucceeded but outdid him in the Art of 
printing. This Perfon Mr. Palmer tells us ' 
was Ae lirft Englijb Printer who introduced the 
J^moji Letter in England, which he ufed as w« 
do now Italic, to diilinguifh any thing remark- 
able : and in his Gothic and Roman Letter mix~ 
ed, fell in with die Ck^oot of thofeTimesby 
uiing Abbreviations in his fmall lized Letters. 

And after the Gothic Letter came to be in- 
tlrely laid alide in Writing and IVinting, and

The Publisher is not for confining Perfbns 
JiriBly to his Method : every ingenious Perfon, 
he lays, will vary the Method according to his 
own Fancy -, he having a large Libertyf or a Va- 
riation, to accomplilh the Defign. 

But httle was done, comparatively, amongfl: 
the Englijh, in the AiEiir of fwift Writing, till 
what we call CharaSiers (i. e. ^r/^Strokes and 
Marks to fignify Words) were found out. This 
was in the Reign of Queen Elizahetb 1588. 
when 'timothy Bright, Dodor of Phyfick, pub- 
liihed a Treatife in 12", entitled CHv^i2^d 
TERIE. An jiRt of Jlorf, fwift, zndfe- 
cret Writing by Charadler. Printed at London 
by y. Windet, the Afligne of Timothy Bright. 
Cum privilegio Regice Majejiatii : forbidding all 
others to print the fame. 

The Doftor dedicates it to the Queen 1 And 
after having taken Notice to her Majefty that 
Cicero did account it worthy his Labour, and 
no lefs profitable to the Commonwealth, to in- 
vent a fpeedy Kind of Writing by Charafter. 
(As Plutarch relates in the Life oiCato Junior.) 
2 He 
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He £iys, that he, upon Conlideratfon of th^ 
great Ufe of fuch a Kind of Writing, had in- 
vented the like, oifew Cbaraiiers, Jhort and ea- 
Jy^ every Character anfwering a Word. His In- 
vention too, as he tells the Queen, was mere En- 
fiijh^ without^ Precept or Ifnitationoizny : and 
he hoped it wanted little to equal it with the 
old Device of Cicero's, but her Majefty's Allow- 
ance, and Cicero's Name. Moreover feys the 
Dodtor in his Preface to the Reader, * Thou 
' haft here, gentle Reader, the Art of fhort, 

* and fo of fpcedy Writing, to which none is 

* comparable, plainly delivered unto thee ; fo

Thishe 
does dijiir0lyy with refpe^t to Words of ot^, hCT?, 
three, or ff?erf Syllables, And particularly as to 
Monofyllables that are produced-, (that is to fay, 
pronounced, as having in tiKm a Img Vowel, 
or Diphthong) he points out a Way of diftin- 
guifliing them from Words written with the fame 
Letters, whofc Vowels are fhort ' ; which no 
doubt is defirable, if it can conveniently be 
done. Moreover the Author, having handled 
the ^^Bfriz/ Abbreviations of allWords andSylla- 
bles, comes on to a fpecial Abbreviation of 
feme * : which although, fays he, they may 
be written at large, by the former Rules % yet 
becaufe of their frequent Ufe, or that their Cha- 
ra<3:ers might be more fafhionable, they have a 
peculiar Abbreviation afligned to them. Thefe 
Words are divided into ten Sorts ; and, for Di-

And at ibme Years diftance^ 
he came forth with another, entitled, Zeiglo' 
grapirf: Or a new Art of Short-Writing more 
'^» exa^yjbort znA^e^ than any heretofore 
invented and compo&d. I meet with nodiing 
hiftorical in either of theie Writers : andlpur- 
pofely forbear to iay more of them, becaufe their 
Boo^ may eafily be come at, and, by many, 
their Methods ar« very well known, and mil 
continue to be praftifed. 

Conten^raty with thei^ -was another £t-> 
mous Sbort-hand Writer,* who alfo publiflied 
ftw Books, viz. Mr. Jeremiah Rich. The Ti-

FHT: Or, Arts-Rarity: proved!^ many 
honourable Perfons, and allowed by the Leam^ 
ed, to be the eafieft, esafteft; and biiefeft Me- 
thod of fiiort and fwift Writing that ever was 
known. And in a recommendatory Epiflle pre- 
fixed to this, and ligned by fevenHands, notice is

This is by a great deal the better and more 
perfe£): Book of the tw6 ; and I fuppole may be 
what Mr. Locke means in his Treatifc of Eduea-i- 
tion % and ttcommehds as containing a Method 
prrfcrable to all h6 had fefen. Howrever that 
great Man thinks, here is room for Improve-^ 
menfs; znd. tbep hive been attemptedhy {evfrii^ 
particularly Mr. WiHiam Addy, who owns * that 
he rather cbveted and fought to improve upon 
the Principles of die ingenious Mr. Rich, than 
to raife a Fabric de novo of his own. The pe- 
culiar and main Excellency of Mr. Rich and 
his Followers is pi-ofell^ to lie, in what they 
call Rules for Caht'raSiii^ S^iencesi by Tittles 
and Marks placed abdut Characters.

The Person who makes this Obfervation is 
£. Coles^ who was School-mafter in RuJfelStreet 
by Covmt-^GarJen. He publijfhed a Book en- 
titled, The nev>ejii plaineji^ and the Jherfejii 
Short-Hand; Containing 

I. A brief Account of aU the Short-hands ex- 
tant; with their Alphabets, andfomeof the 
fundamental Rules.

3. A new Invention for contrafting Wwds, 
mth ^Kcial Rules for contra£ttng Sentences ; 
and other ingenious Fancies both pleafant and 
profitable unto all, let their Character be 
whole or what it will. 

Divers of the chief Peculiarities of this Au- 
thor will be found cited in my Eflay : and there 
is a remarkable one that would fitly enough 
■ come in here, but it is too long, I apprehend, to 
tranfcribe : and they who have a mind to fco 
the whole, are referred to the Book itfelf, which 
may be eafily got. It is a Contrivance to ex- 
prefe with the utmoft Readinefs, Wordi of one 
Syllable : wherewith (as he obferves) the EngHJh 
Tongue fo much abounds, and whence the 
greateft Obftacle to Short-writing doth arife.

I hope I fhall be excufed (cfpecially fince it 
fell naturally in my way) the mentioning Mr. 
Coles before two other noted Authors of Short- 
Hand, Mr. Steel and Mr. Mafon ; both of whom 
were in Print earlier than G)/?j, as is plain from 
his having inferted into his Lift their Alphabets. 

As for Mr. Steely I am credibly informed 
that he taught School at Brijiol: and the Title 
to the Boot which he put forth is, Short-'wri- 
ting b^un by Nature, compleated hy Art: 
manifi^ing the Irregularity of placing the Ar- 
tificial before the Natural or Symbolical Con- 
tractions: and propofmg a Method more fuited 
to Scnfe, and more fijlly anfwering the Requi- 
fites of a compleat Charader, in the Shortning 
both of iVordi and Sentences. The Book (as he 
tells us) contains three Parts ; of which the £»»- 
hlemszx&\!iy&firji.

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nothing of Latin : And may likewifc read one 
another's Writing diftinftly be it ever fo long 
after it is written. To penbrm thcfe by any 
other Short-hand Method extant, is utterly m- 
foffible, as is evident from the Books themfelves. 

Thus have I endeavoured to trace the Hifto- 
ry of ftiort and fwift Writing in our own Nation, 
and to flww \ht gradual jidvances made herein, 
from the firft Invention down to the prefent 
Time. And I think that both with refpeft to 
the Cultivation and Praftice of fuch a way of 
Writing, no People upon Earth can juftly pre- 
tend to difpute the Pre-eminence with tlic En- 
glijh. The neighbouring Nations indeed, even 
the moft celebrated for Skill in other Arts, muft: 
be reckoned Strangers to Sbcrt-hand, if not ab- 
folutely, yet in Comparifon with us. Accord- 
ingly Mr. Locke fays nc had been told, that this 
was an Art known only in England '. And 
the Author of the Eflay on Literature declares* 
that he fcarce ever met with any who underftood 
it in France or Spain *: Though as to the 
French, I am affiired, they have got a Short-hand 
Book, which was publifhed a good while ago, 
and is entitled, "Tachygraphie, ou I'art d'ecrtre 
auffi Vit qu'onparle, iz". 

But notwitnftanding fo many ofthe£«^/^ 
have laboured and done worthily in cultivating 
Short-hand; and it is now certainly far im- 
proved among us beyond what it was at the be- 
ginning ; I cannot agree that this Art has been

has been brought to the utmoji FerjeBim it is 
capable of. There feems to me to be ftill room 
left for divers Improvements in it : and whether 
I am miftaken or not, all Perfons verfed in the 
Art, after having perufed the following Eflay, 
are left to judge. The Foundation here is ma- 
nifeftly new; it being an Alphabet moft of 
whole Letters are doubly expreffed: by means 
of which you may, if you pleafc, diftinguifli * 
between Words with Vowels founded^jorC, and 
others with the fame Vowels founded long : Ex, 
gr. bad and bade j dam and dame j rag and rage ; 
din and dine ; Jin ^nAJine j ijoin and wine^ Gfc. 
So Ukewife you have it in your Power to diftin- 
guifli between Vcmeh and Diphthongs, near a- 
kin : as in bran and brain ; ran and rain j hot 
and hoot -, pot and Jhoot, C^c. ^ And befideS 
being' able thus to diflinguijh (particularly in 
Monofyllables) by the help of a double Alpha- 
bet, you can hereby write above 1500 fuch 
Words, in the Way wiihed for by Mr. Coles^

diit this is being over-nice in diftinguiihing Words: we 
want no Places at all for Diphthongs, and only three for 
, Vowels; the Senfe and Connedtion willinftantly Qiew how 
we are to read. But if DiJiinSlnefs can be preferved con- 
fident^ with Speed, where is the harm? None, I fuppofc, 
will offer to complain that the Reading is made too eajy or 

certain. And it would not be amifs, I conceive, to 

have Letters doubled as mine are, though it were only for 
the fike of diftinguifhing Words written with Diphthongs 
from thofe wrote with JingU VoweU : which may be ia a 
good meafure peribrmed, by appropriating initial txas^ to 
the one and Finals to the other. 

F with 
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with a.^ngle Duft of the Pen, or however w/?i&- 
out taking it off: and provided you keep to the 
Rule, they will all be fufficiently legible at any" 
time after the Writing is finilhed. 

Since then thele valuable Ends are to be an- 
fw£red by my double Alphabet, who would 
not reconcile himfelf to it, was it attended with 
all the Difficulty which ibmc at firft view may 
be apt to imagine ? But there is fiich an ap- 
parent Similarity or Rejemblance between the 
ftiw Rows of Letters, that both are kamed al- 
inoft as foon as one: And I believe you will find 
this Alphabetupon Trial to be little more Charge 
and Burden to the Memory, than if it was A»- 
gle throughout. Befides be pleafed to confider 
that there is nothing ftrange in a double Alpha- 
bet, unlefs the introducing of it into Short-hand. 
We, and all Nations in Europe, have the like 
for common Writing and Printing : and in fome 
of the Oriental Alphabets, all^ or moft^ of the 
Letters are expreffed not only two, but three, 
and four ways. Nay, there is fcarce a Short- 
hand of Note, in which you do not find one at 
leaft of the Letters doubled and the beft of all, 
in my Efleem ', has no fewer than^i;^ ib : b^ 
q, s, Uy and x. 

But not only have I attempted to improve 
Short-hand Writing by laying a new and (as I 
apprehend) better Bafis for it : The Reader will 
perceive Endeavours for the fame Purpofes, 
through the whole of the Superftrafture, And 
I (hall prefent him in feveral Chapters of the fol-

lowing Book, along with the principal Invent 
tions and Contrivances of others^ not a few that 
! may venture to call my own. As in the Chap- 
ter which" contains a Table ofPrepofitiom and 
Terminatims: That, containing ^^Iwrj/ D;Wc- 
tims for various Endings of Words: That, of 
G^^rtf/ fhortning Rules. Thofe oi Auxiliary 
Verbs i Pronouns; Particles-, and bierogfypbick 
Cbara0en. Wherefore although this is not 
publiihed to the World as a perfect Treatife of 
Short-hand (which might be thought to import, 
that every Letter is exprefled by the propereft 
Strokes to fult all the Joinings of it in our Lan- 
guage ; and that no Marks are ill chofen, or 
miiapplied, (^Jm.) yet the Author prefumes the 
Book may well be allowed to anfwer its 7i//i?; 
and fhould it prove lerviceable to Mankind, in 
Religious or Civil Afi^irs, it will afford him a 
peculiar Satisfadion, and he will have the chief 
Recompence that was expefted for whatever 
Time and Pains may herein have been beftowed. 

POSTSCRIPT. 

TH E R E arc fome Oblcrvafions nnd AJviccs with re- 
gard to /earning and rc/iding Short-I land, which it may 
not be amifs to fubjoiii here before I conclude. 

You need get by heart (ftudioufly and of fee purpofe I 
mean) little more than is contained in the twelve nrft Chap- 
ters (rftbeEf&y; Thofe which follow being intended to be 
barely read over with aitention once or twice, and looked into 
occauonally afterwards. And inorder to the getting by heart 
what has now been pointed out, I would advife that aa 
Hour or two fliould be beftowed in it daily for the Space of a 
Monlb^ in which time I iniagineit may be pretty well maftcred 
bf a PetJbo of coDunOB Capacity and Di^ence. For I daie 
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vqUuretoaffiirehim'theDtSioiIty will feA^bly leflen asb« 
gets forward : ponicularty alter he b paft the ili^ Qupte)*. 
When you are qualified to enter upon Writing, let Ex- 
alintfi be chiefly inindeA Affeft not, efpedally at firft,- 
to write iaft, To much is true : Be careful therefore to fee 
your Letters in the right Pofitions, to make the Angles of 
them (harp and clean, and the circular, and other Parts duly 
pr^ortioned.. Lee your Writing, forKze, exceed the En- 
graving, and be near as targe again. Forbt^ to join Words 
(unlds where the ConjuniSbioR is quite natural and cafy] dll 
you are able to write them tolerably vieHftparauJ. Keep 
your Lines at a fuSicient Diftance from each other, left the 
Joinings of the Con(bnants fhould h^)pen to reach too far, 
and mingle with the Line above and beneath. And cemem- 
ber that in this (as every other) Short-hand, a Liberty is 
allowed you of varying the Charaifters, to fuit it more to the 
Bufinefs you would employ it in *. 

Write but little at a Time whilft you are in the ftate of Be- 
ginners ; and be lure do not neg\e£t to read over what you 
have written, either prefently, or foon afterwards. In the 
reading Part you cannot fail to have the Advantage of thofe ' 
who follow the old Methods: Becaufe you write more or- 
thographicallybyfar, and have a great many i&fjer Ambigui- 
ties. Befides ihofe hinted at, Chap. 3. Note i. I diink it 
proper to apprife you of a few more, which are the princi- 
pal, and indeed only ones, I can at preTent recolle(9:. / with 
a Tittle in aPs place, is capable of being read /<;/, and all^ : 
with a Dot in the place of /', it reads lie, Eli, or alley. Tlie 
faid Letter with dr annexed is exprellive of Ladder^ and El- 
tier. Im is Lamb Or Elm. ' mt, mat or Emmet, n with jf« 
nal k, nock, or Enoch, s, with a Dot in a/'s place is Jay^ 
or EJfay ; and having x joined to it, fex, or E£ix. bl^ with 
a Tictic in o's place, exprelTes bellow and blrw. cr^ dr, fr, 
si, sp, with a Dot in i's place, read cry, and carry ; dry, 
and derry;fry, mA. ferry; try, and tarry, Jly, znd /ally i 
j5y, aoAfappy. Alto brd, brn, fit, flm, [ml, read braa, and 
bard; bran, and barn; Jlam, and Salem; frull, and Sanuul. 
And even thefe (or any other fuch) Ambiguities or doublt 
Readings, the ingenious Learner will find it \cty pofCble to 
obviate, without being directed, in cafe he tbinlcs it WOnh 
his while.
